and 
corn. 
Publishers 
of 
"The Daily Citizen," the VickBburg 
paper, used up their supply of pa- 
per so that they were forced to 
print their news on the back of 
wall- paper. 
This copy of the newspaper was 
secured by I^ou Tramblie of North 
Main street, a 
veteran 
of the 
Vigksburg campaign, who recently 
presented it to Mr. Smith.
